3, In addition, Celenel Dena ¥, Johnston, Chief, Propegenia Branch, Her 
Department General Steff has prepared « steff study, © copy of which is attached 
as TAB B, proposing thet this Branch be made a special staff division not respon 
sible to the Direster of Intelligence, WDGS as provided at present in the Wer 
Department reorganization plan of 11 June 1946 and outlining preper functions fer 
an orgenisation concerned with this sabject. 


As It is epparent from written reports of the Europes: and /seific Thestre 
as well as from informal epingone of those interviewed (a sejerity of whom parti~- 
eipated in World fer 17 psydholocieal warfare efforts) thet the prehles ia not one 
of primary intelligences concern. 


5, The Support Branch hae nada an informal request to Br. Wiliies Stone, 
Department of Etate, steering rember of the SPNCC pd Ron Gom-ittes thet tre pre- 
report of the Committee be brought to the attention of the Direster of 
Central Intelligence prior to its submission to SWNCC, It was pointed out to 
Mr. Stone that the interests of the C,1.G, in this subject was based on the 
following reasons: . 


 ‘Eisterieal development of payehologicel warfere activities in Weald 
War I ard If whieh rested in most cases in the growth of that astivity 
under an intelligence structure. 


. The inforsetion aspects of the program inagsuch as the intelligence 
unite are required to furnish material for use in payebological warfare 
both in pencetime and wrtine. 


g. ‘The security aspects of the progres. The Geniral intelligence Group 
bas been given responsibility for the eeordination af all matters affecting 
the security of intelligence sources, rethods and operations related to the 
national security. 


6, It is therefore reommended that Planning Directive ho. 40 on the suib- 
ject of psychologies) werfare be cancelled, as the problan is one @nieh Central 
Intelligence Group has not primary responel bility or juriadiction,
